Hoover was to be “embarrassed" by 
the questions propounded 
to him. 
Senator Willis of Ohio is a member 
of the committee and is said to have 
been instrumental in bringing Hoover 
before it. 
His friends charged his being sum­ 
moned before the committee was for 
the purpose of “embarrassing” him by 
making him choose between President 
Ooolidge’s plan of adding 20 per cent 
of flood control cost on the localities 
affected, and the southern states’ and 
middle west plan of having the fed­ 
eral government pay it all.

Japanese Policy In 
China Is Cause Of 
Continued Feeling 


(International News Service) 
TOKIO, 
Feb. 
24.—Unless 
Japan 
changes her policies toward China, 
continuation of friendly relations be­ 
tween these two great Oriental n a­ 
tions will be jeopardized, in the opin­ 
ion of Lieutenant General Rihachiro 
Banzai, for 25 years military advisor 
to the Peking government. 
General 
Banzai recently resigned his office 
and returned to Japan to live, but he 
is devoting m uch time to efforts to 
bring about better relations between 
China and Japan. 


The attitude on the part of Japan 
which General Banzai deems ill-ad- 
\ i.sed is that of sending battleships 
and troops to China when there is 
trouble there. 
Such a policy, he de­ 
clared, does not serve any useful pur­ 
pose and it arouses resentm ent among 
the Chinese th at reacts against Jap ­ 
an and the Japanese residents of 
China in other ways. 
General Banzai is not optimistic 
th at chaotic China soon will be re­ 
stored to order. 
W hat is needed to 
accomplish that, he believes, is the 
emergence cf a capable statesm an like 
the late Yuan Shih-kai. No such sa­ 
vior of the country is to be found 
among the present crop of so-called 
Chinese leaders, according to the gen­ 
eral. 
Communism is not attractive to the 
Chinese, General Banzai asserted.

Wilbur program, which aimed at the 
construction of 74 new ships, includ­ 
ing cruisers, destroyer leaders, sub­ 
marines, and aircraft carriers. 
Only 16 new ships are contemplated 
In the House program, fifteen 10.000- 
ton cruisers, and one airplane carrier 
to cast $13,500.000. The cruisers will 
cost $17,000,000 each. 
It was provided, however, that the 
ships are to be laid down in three 
years, and be all completed in six 
years.
